I must stand with anybody 
that stands right; stand with him 
while he is right and part with him 
when he goes wrong”—Abraham 
Lincoln. 


At 7:22°q. m., on April 15, 1865, 
poor Abe passed away. Willie Clark 
was sitting up late one night in 
his home at what was then at 453 
Tenth, N. W., but now 516 Tenth 
N. W. The old home was _ built 
back in 1849 and stands today, 
practically as it was then. As Abe 
wag sitting in the draped box at 
Ford’s theater in Washington, out 
of the stillness of the evening there 
was a shot, and all attention went 
to poor Abe. As they were rush- 
ing him away from the theater, 
they looked for the first available 
home with light, dnd they found 
Willie Clark sitting up. Abe was 
taken inside, placed on Mr. Clark's 
bed in a dingy little room about 9 
by 15 feet, I was in the house while 
in Washington, stood in the room 
where Abe died. Excepting for one 
partition, now out, it is the same, 


vith. the old paper, floors, etc. 
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Above the bed was the picture of 
the “Villiage Blacksmith.” It was 
.interesting to read a letter Clark 
wrote to his sister the day the 
Lincoln funeral was. to leave the 
house. He said in part: 

“Dear Ida:—There is a lot of 
excitement here, and many arrests 
are being made. One dare not 
even make a remark hardly unless 
fearing arrest. There are large 
crowds outside, and have been 
here since early morning about 7 
o’clock. It will be several hours 
yet before they take him away. I 
have a curl of his hair and am 
sending you a piece of lace that 
fell from Mrs, Lincoln’s head. I 
have to watch everyone in my room 
as they take everything away for 
relics. He laid on the pillows you 
and Clara worked. You never 
dreamed that those pillows would 
be connected with such an import- 
ant event as this. 

“Men from a national weekly 
magazine were here taking in the 
details, and I gave them the details 
of all the people around the, bed, 
so they could draw a picture for 
their magazine. They wanted to 
take my picture, and also they 
picked up Minnie’s and Clara’s pic- 
ture and wanted to copy from 
them, but I told ‘them no, we did 
not want the great publicity. 

“T also have a piece of linen with 
a part of the brain on it. There 
will be a great crowd here, but it 
will be several hours yet before 
they start. Signed, Willie.” 

I was taken by the simple tone 
of Willie’s letter, which I now wish 
I would have copied exact. 
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About four years before Abe died, 
while speaking in Independence 
Hall on Feb. 22, 1861, he said: 

“Not if this country cannot be 


saved without giving up that prin- 
ciple, I was about to say I would 
iather be assassinated upon this 
spot than to surrender it.” 

He may have given a thought to 
the future in those words. One 
cannot do great things without 
drawing WRATH FROM THOSE 
AFFECTED. 


Speaking of Abe’s death—what 
about the principle he fought for 
—that caused his death? It can 
best be understood by reading 
copies of the hand bills and tack 
cards used in those days through- 
out the south. They rémind one of 
the sale cards of our farmers who 
tack them on telephone poles. One 
I read was this: 

“Estate Sale of late Dr. J. W. 
Schmidt gn Tuesday, 17 Jan., 1854, 
at N of Custom House, 11 o’clock, 
will be sold to families the follow- 
ing entire geng of 101 PRIME

|S dncaition: Should Up- 
hold Peace, Says 
Torgenson

DES MOINES, Ia. — (INS) — 
Optional or compulsory military 
drill occupied the attention of the 
Iowa house of representatives as 
four members, evenly divided on 
the question, occupied the morning 
in debate. 

Rep. Torgeson, Worth county, co- 
author of the. optional military 
training bill with Pattison, of Jef- 
ferson county, opened the discus- 
sion with a plea for a high plane af 
debate 

The measure, as presented, would 
allow students in state colleges of 
Iowa to decide for themselves 
whether or not they would take 
military training or whether they 
would be required to take the 
course as the law provides at 
present. 

Should Be Optional 

Torgeson quoted eminent men of 
the United States in support of his 
contention that the training should 
be optional. He argued that “we 
should put education on the side of 
peace.” 

Rep. Tamasiea of Harrison 
county followed Torgeson on the 
floor with a lengthy outline of mili- 
tary courses as offered by the State 
University of Iowa. He pointed out 
the benefits in civilian life which 
are effected by college military 
training. 

Boston university, he declared, 
had made miltary training com- 
pulsory because of its benefits to 
students. The school is not a land 
grant college. 

A second propenent, ¢ elective 
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were used when he was in the Uni- 
versity of Iowa, Watts declared. He 
went into a detailed discussion of 
the methods which would probably 
be used in future wars and derid- 
ed the idea that “squad left and 
right” as practiced at colleges would 
serve any practical use in conflicts 
to come. 

“Never Got Across” 

Again, an opponent to optional 
training took the floor as Rep. O. 
R. Garrett of Wayne county, op- 
posed the view of Watts as to the 
benefits of military training. He 
cited his own war experience as an 
example of what the lack of mili- 
tary training might mean. He said 
he was excused from military train- 
ing at the University of Iowa and 
he “never got across,” during the 
world war, although-he was in the 
army. 

Indefinite postponement greeted 
two measures fostered by Senator 
Anderson of Wester county as they 
were brought up in the upper house. 
The senate accepted the report of 
these committees in a humorous 
manner and voted them down by « 
landslide ballot. One of Anderson’s 
proposals attempted to reduce mem- 
bership of the house to 50 persons 
and the senate to 5.

The menace exists mostly at the | 
north band of the slough near Bond | 
and Angle street, where the fish, ; 
known as “‘skip-jacks” are spawn- | 
ing by the thousands and die in the | 
water for lack of oxogen caused by | 
oil and other substances from near- | 
by factories. 

Dr. Arey said that unless some 
effort is made to keep the banks | 
clear of the fish that the condition | 
will become worse the weather | 
grows warmer. The fish are of no 
food value but are multiplying 
rapidly in the slough. |

(INS)—Saved from death in the 
icy waters of White bay, the 128 
sufvivors of the ill-fated sealing 
vessel Viking faced new suffer- 
ings and hardships today as food 
ana iedical stipplies on Horse 
island, where they are marooned, 
rapidly reached the point of ex- 
haustion. Messages from the 
island declared their plight was 
becoming “desperate.”

ST. JOHN’S, Newfoundland 
(INS)— Three more sufvivors — 
the ill-fated sealing ship Viking, | 
destroyed by an explosion in White |

pedition, were rescued by the New- 
foun d steamer Beothic today, 
bri g the total saved to 126. 

They were Alfred Kean, mate of 
the ‘Vessel, Johnson, master 
watch, and a Newfoundlander 
named Bést, who had been employ- 
ea as an assistant by Varick Fris- 
sell, Independent Motion picture 
producer and leader of the expedi- 
tion, who is still missing and fear- 
ed dead. 

Hunt Survivors 

Hundreds of men from four 
large sealing vessels braved the 
treacherous ice pans off Horse Is- 
land near the mouth of White Bay 
today in a vigorous search for pos- 
sible survivors. 

Unconfirmed reports said 
more men had Ween sighted a 
on an ice floe on a dory just 
before darknéss, but that search 
tor them could not be continued 
until dawn. 

The sparse re emanating by 
radio from the frozen region of the 
northeastern Newfoundland coast 
conflicted in regard to casualty 
tigures and the number of men on 
the ill-fated Viking, but it was def- 
initely established that of 123 
known survivors 118 have been 
taken aboard by the sealing ship 
—- which will bring them 

ere. 

The exhausted, half clad and in 
many cases striotsly injured 
tragedy victims fought a 24-hour 
battle against hopeless odds to 
reach shore, stumbling from ice 
for life. They were continually 
hampered by loose ice rendéred 
mote dangérous by a heavy under- 
sea swell. 

Rescue steamers arriving at the 
scene of disaster late yesterday 
found three men clingting to a 
portion of the Viking’s wrecked 
stern. They included Captain W. 
Kennedy, navigator; Henry J. Sar- 
gent of Boston, and Clayton King, 
wireless operator.

KEYING DEVICE 


Invention Being Used 
In Several Button 
Factories Here 





Thomas F. Barry and Leonard; 
Bowen, local inventors, were given 
governmental recognition today in 
the form of a patent issued them 
by the United States patent office 
on a saW keying device used in cut- 
ting button bianks. 

The new device is used to hold 
the tubular saw in the cutting tool. 
As it holds the saw more rigidly 
than older methods, its use makes 
possible the cutting of more but- 
tons in a given time because fewer 
repairs and adjustments are neéd- 
ed. 

Barry and Bowen invented the 
device two years ago and applied 
tor a patent May 3i, 19z¥. ‘Ine ap- 
plication was later divided and an- 
other filed Aug. 20, 1929. 

The new device has béen used by 
SeVef'al 16cal button factories for a 
year and a half and is giving good 
results. Its only application is in 
button cutting. 

The inventors are well satisfied 
with the tinancial returns trom 
sale of the device, which is made 
by the Barry Manufacturing com- 
pany, 901 East Fourth street. 

The invention, which covers 12 
distinct features, is descfibed in the 
patent issued today as “In com- 
bination with a collect having a 
tapered bore to receive a split 
tapered tubular saw ahd a longi- 
tudinal parallel sided slot in the 
bore, of a reversible key and a pro- 
jecting rib”.

At about the | 
same time a similar one was filed | 
in Mitchell county. j 

The accuracy of the test was at-| 
tacked and among other things the 
petition alleged that “the tuberculin | 
from which the test is made is 
liquid toxin and poison.” 

This petition for an injunction 
was also denied in the lower court. 
It was never appealed because simi- 
lar cases in other counties had been 
appealed and the supreme court had 
upheld the decision of the lower 
court. 


State Moves Next 

The next move was made by the 
state. About the middle of Feb- 
ruary of this year G. G. Walton, 
Anton Schroeder, William Butter- 
brodt and E. C. Mitchell, all. of 
Tipton, and Mr. Lenker received 
notices from the board of supervi- 
sors, at the direction of Mark 
Thornberg, state secretary of agri- 
culture, to have their cattle tested 
within the next two weeks. These 
men were considered leaders in the 
opposition and by this means it was 
believed th estrife would be brought 
to a head; that the action in Cedar 
county would undoubtedly affect 
the remainder of the state. And 
matters were brought to a head. At- 
tempts to test cattle in Cedar coun- 
ty brought some 1,000 farmers to 
the scene of the attempted tests. 

Only a well organized system, 
which the farmers perfected fol- 
lowing a meeting on Feb. 21, made 
the congregating of the men at the 
places where state veterinarians at- 
tempted to make the tests, possible. 
The protestors are well organized. 
Thé county is divided into districts, 
each district being on one tele- 
phone line. When the committee 
members are notified, they.spread 
the alarm to all protestors on that 
line and the farmers congregate at 
the place where veterinarians are 
about to make the test. 

Norman Baker Speaks 

One of the largest meetings of its 
kind ever to be held in Cedar coun- 
ty convened here on Feb. 20 when 
more than 1,000 farmers gathered 
in a protest meeting against the 
compulsory testing of cattle for tu- 
berculosis. At that time Norman 
Baker of Muscatine, owner of ra- 
dio, station KTNT, was one of the 
iain speakers. Excerpts of Mr. 

aker’s speech follow: 

“Friends, as I look upon you the 
thought comes to me of how close- 
ly you and I are associated as re- 
gards this medical propaganda and 
compulsory tactics. The only dif- 
ference is that you are fighting to 
protect your cattle—to defeat those 
who are bearing down upon you 
for no other object than to make 
the “almighty dollar.’ Upon me 
the Medical Trust of Iowa is bear- 
ing down for the “almighty dollar,” 
also—only in a different way. With 
you, they are trying to force the 
tuberculin test upon you, ana with 
me, they are trying to prevent a 
treatment for human beings that 
has proved itself over and over as) 
a cure for cancer in many cases. 

“Bovine tuberculosis, in my es- 
timation, and in the minds of many 
scientists, is not the same as the tu- 
berculosis of humans, and in those 
cases of tuberculosis of the bone, 
the medical gang has made an ef- 
fort to lay the blame on bovine tu- 
berculosis, but it has not been prov- 
en and such cases of tuberculosis 
are found in those countries where 
the cow’s milk is not used as it is 
in America. 

“The most ridiculous thing to me 
is the way your cows have been 
tested under this test, by the sim- 
ple injection of a little serum in the 
cow’s tail, using a syringe, in many | 
cases, placed upon the barn door 
sill which is covered with bacteria, 
and in the majority of cases, no 
doubt, the swelling which takes! 
place on the, cow’s tail, which the 
veterinary looks for as his positive 
proof of bovine tuberculosis, is 
caused by infection. 

“If tuberculosis is transferrable 
from a cow to a human it is done 
by the drinking of milk. Conse- 
quently, the reliable way of ascer- 
taining. whether or not the cow’s 
milk is fit to drink and free trom 
bovine tuberculosis, is to bring the 
microscope into use, as it will sure- 
ly find the germ, if there. 

“They realize that this is the re- 
liable test, but unfortunately, they 
also realize that that test could be 
performed so quickly, easily and 
cheaply from some pathological la- 
boratory, that it robs the medical 
gang of the profits they are cry- 
ing for, and for that reason you 
will never get it until you wage 
your fight continuously and long. 

“I know you farmers would be 
eager to have your cows tested if 
the test were true and perfect, but 
your grievance is that they are forc- 
ing you to test them in a manner 
that is not perfect and by a system 
that is a disgrace to the medical 
group, because it shows their ig- 
norance.”

Partial substantiation of Murray’s 
story was furnished today in a re- 
port from Jonesville, Va., that_the 
car in which Murray and Miss 
Newby were attacked has been dis- 
covered in that city. Throughout 
auestioning Murray denied any 
knowledge of what became of the 
machine. 

Sheriff Thomas Fleenor of Jones- | 
ville reported the automobile had | 
been abandoned there March 4 by 
two young men who attempted to 
steal a second car. 
of the two tallied with that given 
by Murray in describing his and 
Miss Newby’s assailants. 

The woman had been beaten to 
death with a tire wrench that was 
found nearby. From: this tool police 
expect to trace the young woman’s 
killers. 

Murray, a well-to-do married 
pusinessman, was placed under ar- 
rest last night immediately after 
the body was discovered and identi- 
fied. He was taken to the lonely 
forest preserve and there question- 
ed by Deputy Coroner Frank Dono- 
nue and Lieut. Lester Laird, who is 
in charge of the _ investigation. 
Murray had previously admitted a 
i7-year acquaintance with the 
woman, according to authorities.

The attack nc- 
curred at the forest preserve’ near 
where fhe woman’s body was found, 
Murray told police. 

Miss Newby’s body jay face 
downward beneath the snow, the 
left arm flung outward and the 
right doubled under her. The heavy 
snows that fell March 7 had con- 
cealed the body from posses that 
had searched the secluded forest 
area since last Friday. 

Not far from the body officers 
found a half-filled whiskey bottle 
which may disclose finger prints. 

For two hours last night Murray 
was auestioned beside the body in 
the darkness of the forest preserve. 
The headlamps of police automo- 
biles and a bon-fire furnished the 
cnly light. Here he was asked to 
repeat the story of the kidnaping 
and abduction of the girl.

' “ARTERIO SCLEROSIS” 

Hardening of the arteries may 
be defined as a chronic disease of 
these structures. It is character- 
ized by an inéreased thickening of 
the walls of the blood vessels, 
particularly of the ‘muscular ‘coat. 
A condition of hardening caused by 
calcified deposits, which make the 
arteries stiff, and in some cases 
very brittle. , 

The structure of the circulatory 
vessels is composed of an inner 
lining of flat endo-thelial cells, re- 
inforced by two outer coats. The 
middle or muscular coat is be- 
tween the inner lining and the out- 
er coat, or tunico adventita. 

These three coats are not always 
distinctly separate, and in some of 
the larger arteries, it is difficult to 
distinguish between the layers. Al- 
so the structure may vary histo- 
logically according to the size of 
the lumen, or opening. 

There will be found much more 
elastic tissue in the larger arteries 
to allow for the necessary expan- 
sion in accomodating the greater 
amount of blood as it is forced 
along by the heart. beat. The outer 
ecat, or tunica adventitia, is very 
strong to adequately protect the 


aw two ines coats from rupture 


whole vaccular system has 
an inner or endo-thelial lining, in- 
cluding the heart. 

A great amount of elasticity is 
needed in the arteries to force the 
circulation along with sufficient 
Momentum to carry the blood to 
every part of the body. It.can be 
easily seen what a condition of 
Stasis may exist when the arterial 
walls are so calcified and stiff that 
the circulation is slowed down due 
to the lack of propelling force from 
the arterial walls. 

The veins have much less elastic- 
ity than the arteries and the walls 
are thinner. The veins, in the ex- 
tremities, have little values with 
the openings toward the heart. The 
veins of the neck need no such 
valves as in this region we depend 
upon gravity to return the blood to 
the heart. The little valves in the 
extremities help to evenly distribute 
the blood and maintain an even 
pressure. The squeezing of the 
muscles during walking or other 
exercise greatly helps the return 
circulation’ in the extremities. 

Seventy to eighty times a min- 
ute there are from fifty to one 
hundred C. C.s of blood thrown in- 
to the vaccular system which is 
never empty. To take care of this 
load and yet allow time for nutri- 
tion to be taken from the blood- 
stream, nature, in her wisdom, has 
arranged a wonderful scheme of 
things. . Aside from the dilation of 
the arterial walls which takes the 
brunt of the heart pressure, we 
have the terminals of the circula- 
tory apparatus—the capillaries. 

The capillaries are endo-thelial 
tubes (about 200 miles of them), 
winding their way into the various 
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tissues and organs of the body 
which gives them their support. 
Due to their number, and finess, 
they act as a brake to the cir- 
culation and offer the greatest 
amount of resistance to the flow 
of blood, slowing it down sufficient- 
ly to allow time for absorption of 
nutrition, or waste substances to 
pass from or to the blood-stream. 

Here is a valuable point to re- 

member. The capillaries, instead 
of functioning by nerve stimuli, are 
opened and closed by stimulated 
muscle cells. It is not difficult to 
sce the congestion that takes place 
due to lack of exercise. Congest- 
ed areas, no matter how small, are 
poisonous because the blood in 
these places does not return often 
enough to the lungs to be oxydized 
by pure oxygen. And if too great- 
ly congested, the circulation can- 
not carry any fresh oxygen to them. 
In such a case the area can very 
readily assume a _ condition of 
—. such as gangrene, ulcer, 
etc. 
It is nature’s plan that the blood 
shall course through the vaccular 
system at a certain degree of pres- 
sure. The pressure being greatest 
atjthe time of. the completed 
systolic action, at which time the 
column of blood is forced out 
through the aorta to the systemic 
circulation. This maximum pres- 
tsure is highest at the heart. At 
the brachial artery in man, where 
the blood pressure is usually mea- 
sured, we find that when the arter- 
ial pressure will raise a column .of 
mercury equal to a reading range 
of from 100 to 130 or 145 m m’s 
mercury, we consider it a normal 
reading. 

The doctor know8 that the pulse 
pressure is the difference. between 
the two beats of the heart and in- 
dicates to a great extent the elastic 
force of the aorta, which we know, 
keeps the blood flow and sustains 
the pressure in the arteries during 
which time the heart is filling from 
the other side. 

The greater elasticity of the 
arteries in children accounts for 
the lower blood pressure which is 
found in their systems. 

The stiffer the arterial walls, the 
greater force is needed by the heart 
to impel the blood throughout the 


y. 

Age should always be considered 
in arriving at a correct blood-pres- 
sure reading as there is necessarily 
changes taking place as the body 
ages. 

There may be many fluctuations 
in blood pressure and it is least 
when a person is lying down. Food, 
drink, sleepy exercise, or physic 
factors, may alter the blood pres- 
sure gradually or suddenly. These 
sudden rises however, are not 
maintained unless there is patho- 
logy present, either in the heart or 
arteries. , 

There are many interesting items 
; that could be written relating to 
{this condition but being near the 
:end of this article we must select 
a few closing paragraphs and re- 
serve the remaining material for 
some future time. 

First the patient may take com- 
fort in the fact that it is possible 
to keep comfortable and live many 
years with this condition, provid- 
ing he or she lives hygienically and 
takes common sense treatment: 

Alcoholic drinks and tobacco must 
be very strictly controlled. Diet 
and bowel elimination must be 
regulated, and tart fruit juices used 
to help dissolve the calcarious de- 
posits.

View it 
as one will, with optimism or a 
sense of tradedy, the change is 
vast and almost complete.” 

The years since Moody have wit- 
nessed a gradual surrender of any 
such claim for the generally ob- 
served weekly rest day in the 
various denominations. Religious 
leaders have apparently felt that 
the simplest way to meet the in- 
creasingly effective preaching of 
the seventh-day Sabbath is by de- 
claring that the command pertain- 
ing thereto has been wholly abol- 
ished. The inevitable effect of 
such declarations has been the in- 
creasing conviction in the minds 
of church members that the mat- 
ter of Sabbath observance is really 
but a matter of church custom at 
most, really not binding upon 
Christians. Religious leaders sow- 
ed the wind by implanting such a 
view of the Sabbath, and they are 
today reaping the whirlwind. 

The saddest feature of all is to 
witness now how various of these 
religious leaders, who have declar- 
ed that the decalogue was abolish- 
ed in order to get away from the 
Sabbath command, are found urg- 
ing human lawmakers to enact 
statutes to give to Sunday a cer- 
tain distinctiveness as a Sabbath 
Day.

It might be observed that if 
all. our.Jaws were rigidly enforced 
and all our lawbreakers imprisone® 
there would be few left to act as 
jailers. And in the third place 
technicalities often make it pos- 
sible for hardened offenders to 
evade justice. : 

No law at all is better than a 
poor law. If\the American people 
show a contempt for legal restric- 
tions it is the fault of our lawmak- 
ers who have, in the past twenty 
years, gone a long way toward 
banishing the liberties of a suppos- 
edly free people. A wholesale re- 
vision and weeding out cf ics in 
all states would probably @> more 
to cure real crime than ¢ ing

THE RIGHT FINESSE 

With the above hand at Auction 
Bridge, the bidding doubtless would 
be: South one No Trump followed 
by three passes. 

At Contract Bridge South bid one 
No Trump, West passed, and North 
bid three No Trumps; the hand al- 
so could have been bid: South two 
Diamonds, West pass, North two 
Hearts, East pass, South two No 
Trumps, West pass, North three 
No Trumps. 

Playing with South as a No 
Trump Declarer, West led the Five 
of Clubs. East played the Ace and 
returned the suit, South winning 
the second trick and West playing 
the Four. With the lead in the 
South hand and dummy’s Hearts 
affording a tempting opportunity 
for finesse, South led that suit and 
lost the finesse to East. Of course 
East then led another Club and 
the game was saved by the adver- 
saries who won four Club tricks 
and one Heart. 

This need not have happened. As 
a result of the first two tricks, the 
Declarer knew that three Clubs 
were left in the West hand and 
one in the East, so if before De- 
clarer gathered nine tricks, either 
adverse hand obtained the lead as 
a result of a Heart or a Diamond 
finesse, game would be saved. The 
Declarer weuld count three Spade 
tricks and one Club, in addition to 
his two red Aces; he needed thre 
more tficks for game. If the Hear 
finesse should win, those _ tricks 
might not be obtainable as the Heart 
might not break, even with the 
King in the West hand. In _ that 
event, without the Diamond finesse, 
Declarer would win three Hearts, 
three Spades, one Diamond and one 
Club; but should the Diamond 
finesse succeed, it would be easy 
for Declarer to repeat it and al- 
most surely go game. Therefore 
the Heart finesse should have been 
cast to one side, a Spade led, taken 
in dummy and a Diamond led, the 
finesse being taken in closed hand. 
Another Spade taken in dummy 
and a second Diamond finesse 
would spell three Spade tricks, one 
Heart, five Diamonds and one Club 





—a total of ten tricks.

The Muscatine Golden Gloves 
boxing tournament drew to a suc- 
cessful. close before a crowd of 
more than 400 spectators in Moose 
hall Tuesday night with two well- 
fought bouts and four knock-outs 
which sent the crowd into uproars. 
The silver trophy, given by Bar- 
nard’s jewelry store of Muscatine 
for the best fighter out of more 
than: 60 entrants to register, for 
the entire tourney, went to Nels 
Graham, the 170-pound Grandview 
light heavyweight who copped his 
match last Wednesday night when 
the tourney got under way. 

Graham did not fight on Tues- 
day night’s card because both con- 
tenders in his class failed to show 
up, giving him a win by default. 

Promoter Jack Henderson de- 
serves much credit for getting to- 
gether a card of fighters such as 
he did from the vicinity of Mus- 
catine and as far away as Gales- 
burg, Ill. He has done much to 
further this activity as an amateur 
sport at the local Y. M. C. A., for 
which the bouts were put on. 

Award Pleases Fans 

Graham took his fight last week 
without dispute when he downed 
John McCleary of Muscatine with 
a knock-out punch in the third 
round of a light-heavyweight bout. 
That fight was voted the best of 
the evening. So when the fight 
judges were called together after 
Tuesday night’s bouts to decide the 
winner of the tourney it was a 
matter of only a few minutes before 
they came to their decision. An- 
nouncer Al Barry awarded Graham 
with the trophy amid shouts and 
cheers from the spectators. 

Perhaps Jack Henderson did not 
know just what he was bringing to 
Muscatine on Tuesday night’s card 
when Harold Drew, of the Hilltop 
athletic club of Rock Island, IIl., 
came down here to win a thres- 
round welterweight bout from Paul 
Wright of Fruitland, Ia. 

Drew came into the ring as un- 
concerned as any fighter yet seen 
hereabouts. He registered just 140 
pounds to Wright’s 142, and stood 
some three inches shorter on his 
feet. 

Wright started out with lefts and 
rights but Drew guarded them off, 
never once letting them tare .offect 
on his body. 

Wright Takes Beating 

Only once or twice did Wright 
get in a head punch. Drew came 
back with a volley of punches to 
the nose which in a few minutes 
after the start of the fight brought 
blood from Wright’s nose. 

The Fruitland lad took a terrific 
beating. He was groggy before the 
second round had come to a close, 
but remained on his feet till the 
end of the contest. 

At the finish of each round Drew 
went to his corner as if he’d just 
started out. Hew as not breathing 
heavily nor was he the least bit 
fatigued. 

He claims that Tuesday’s fight 
was his third ring encounter. He 
told a Free Press representative 
that he belongs to the Hilltop A. C., 
which engages most of the spare 
time of the Rock Island boys in 
gymnasium fighting. 

However, the boy knew his fight- 
ing. He was not asleep for a min- 
ute and always on guard. His fists 
worked in lightning fashion and 
with good placement to Wright’s 
head. To say the least he must 
have had an excellent trainer to 
acquire such technique in the 
amateur ring.

If Grandview keeps putting out 
fighters as it has during this tour- 
nament, with lads like Nels Gra- 
ham and those who fought Tues- 
day night, it will become known as 
the town of fighters.

SHOWDOWN IS 
DUE TODAY IN 
COLLEGE ROW 


Athletic Leader De- 
nies Split With 
Big Ten

CHICAGO— (INS) -—The “show- 
down” on whether the North Cen- 
tral Association of Colleges and 
Secondary schools is to assume con- 
trol over all intercollegiate athle- 
tics was expected to come today as 
the organization held the third day 
of its session here. 

Today’s meeting was a particu- 
larly important one since the re- 
ports of the committee appointed to 
investigate athletic conditions in 
various schools, including the Big 
Ten, was to be heard. 

Denies Split 

A number of recommendations, it 
was said, were to be made regard- 
ing the conduct of athletic affairs 
in the college, as the first step of 
the association in a reported plan 
to become supreme in all phases of 
scholastic activity. 

H. M. Gage, chairman of the 
commission on institutions of high 
education, has denied the existence. 
of any issue between the North 
Central association and the West- 
ern Conference. 

“The North Central association 
will not split with the Big Ten over 
the subject of athletic control nor 
will the issue come to a showdown,” 
Gage said in a statement today. 

“If any Big Ten school does not 
want our athletic committee to in- 
vestigate its athletic affairs that 
is up to the school and we will not 
force the issue,” he continued. 

Conference To Meet 

The Western conference has call- 
ed a special meeting of presidents, 
faculty advisers and athletic direc- 
tors for April 18, to consider what 
several members of the conference 
interpreted as an attempt on the 
part of the association to dictate 
athletic policy of Big Ten members. 
President Walter Dill Scott of 
Northwestern university called the 
meeting. 

Any evidence of the contest ap- 
parently centers upon the North- 
western campus, primarily because 
the Northwestern faculty commit- 
tee practically ousted the associa- 
tion’s investigators after six days 
of “investigating” files and corres- 
pondence in the president’s office 
and the athletic department.

MAT KINGS IN 
CHAMP BOUT 


$300,000 Show Would 
Result, Says Sport 
Writer

NEW YORK — (INS) — When 
Greek meets Greek you have a res- 
taurant but if a Greek wrestler 
named Jim Londos will meet Ed 
(Don) George for the undisputed 
championship of the world at Eb- 
bets Field in June you will have a 
sellout with 60,000 fans paying 
$300,000 to witness the champions 
of the rival wrestling herds come 
to grips. 

A Promoter’s Dream 

The idea has been the dream of 
every wrestling -promoter in the 
country for the past three months 
but the figures are those of James 
J. Johnston, who will promote 
wrestling and boxing matches at 
the Brooklyn ball park this sum- 
mer. Johnston wants to start op- 
erations with this “wrestling match 
of the century” and is making ev- 
ery effort to bring the head men of 
the rival groups together. 

Londos has been broadcasting for 
some time that he would tackle any 
wrestler in the world. Yesterday 
George declared he was ready to 
post $10,000 to meet any qualified 
challenger who would post $5,000 
as a guaranty of good faith. The 
former Michigan collegian makes 
his New York debut a week from 
tonight at the 69th Regiment ar- 
mory. 

Johnston, sensing the opportun- 
ity of a lifetime, immediately got 
on the job and declared today he 
had George’s consent to the match. 

That is his story, and whether 
or not he is stuck with it will de- 
pend on a conference he is to have 
today or tomorrow with Jack Cur- 
ley, his rival New York promoter, 
who has built up a halo of invin- 
cibility around Londos since the 
wrestling war started and Jim was 
declared champion in New York 
and Pennsylvania. 

Curley Skeptical 


The writer got Curley on the 
phone early today to get his reac- 
tion to the proposed match. Mons. 
Curley expressed his skepticism in 
the following terse manner. 

“If some poor downtrodden news- 
paperman will bring me a commis- 
sion contract with George’s signa- 
ure calling for him to wrestle 
Londos, I will give said newspaper- 
man the sum of $10,000.” 

Mons. Curley left himself a neat 
“out”, however, by declaring he 
would want the match staged at 
one of the New York ball parks, 
Curley having no intention of let- 
ting this big match go to his rival, 
Johnston. 

Johnston’s reply was intended to 
be equally crushing. 

“Tll grab that $10,000 myself,” 
he retorted. “Londos is afraid to 
meet a real wrestler. They have 
been feeding him taxi drivers for 
the past year. Strangler Lewis 
threw him in eleven straight 
matches, and Stecher, Malciewicz 
and others beat him before he got 
this other gang to play in his own 
back yard.” 

Would Be Gold Mine 

Whether Johnston is talking 

through his fedora will be deter- 
mined when and if he confers with 
Curley. If the match is closed it 
will easily eclipse the record wrest- 
ling “gate” of $10,000 drawn by 
Frank Gotch and George Hacken- 
schmidt in Chicago in 1910. 
. A formidable obstacle to the 
match as seen by the writer is the 
matter of the championship belts. 
George holds the $10,000 diamond- 
studded belt handed down by the 
Lewis-Stecher-Sonnenberg dynasty, 
and Curley presented a similar em- 
blem to Londos recently. If the 
match is held, perhaps the winner 
will take both belts and have them 
made into a pair of diamond-stud- 
ded championship suspenders.

WINTER HAVEN, Fla.—(INS)— 
Burt Shotton will present a re- 
vamped Philadelphia club to Na- 
tional League fans this season: a 
club minus familiar figures like 
Lefty O’Doul, Fresco Thompson, 
Lester Sweetland, Tommy Theve- 
now and Denny South. 

The new deal, bringing potential 
diamond aces to his squad, has left 
Shotton hopeful if not confident.

Found in the 
Furrows 











With prices of farm products as 
low as they have been this season 
it might be supposed the growers 
would cut acreage. So far there 
is little indication of it. It seems 
that farmers are planting as much 
land as formerly in spite of the re- 
duced prices and the increase in 
foreign competition. 


For those farmers who feel that 
they should keep up their grain 
acreage, corn should prove about 
the safest crop. In the first place 
there will not be much left from 
the recent short crop and in the 
second place corn is the best feed- 
ing crop end usually in demand for 
that purpose. 


The recent drought and shortage 
of feed resulted in much talk about 
the forced selling of meat animals. 
However the annual output was 
four per cent more than last year, 
according to indications by the fed- 
cral inspections of meat. 


Rye, fed with skimmilk to hogs, 
was worth 75 cents per bushel, it 
was concluded following recent 
feeding tests in North Dakota. 
Three hundred eighty-nine pounds 
of rye and 88 gallons of milk were 
necessary to produce 100 pounds 
of pork. 


Stirring milk to cool it is un- 
necessary, according to recent in- 
vestigations conducted at the New 
York experimental station. By 
placing the cans in cooing tanks of 
sufficient size and well insulated, 
proper sanitation standards were 
maintained. 


According to results of four years 
of tests on Iowa farms, Keota Mar- 
auis 8004, a spring wheat developed 
in North Dakota, is the best variety 


;|for Iowa. The work was conducted 


under supervision of the Iowa —— 
college. 


A destructive defect, known as 
bark splitting has been noted this 
year by orchardists in Illinois. That 
immediate attention be given the 
trees in early spring is recommend- 
ed by the University of Mlinois. 
Bolting and nailing to reinforce 
the trunk, and bridge grafts in case 
of serious wounds, are recommend- 
ed. Cracks should be covered with 
erafting wax in every case. 

Grain for beef calves is highly 
profitable, feeding tests at the Mis- 
souri Experiment Station indicate. 
One lot of beef calves was allowed 
to run with the dams and received 
no extra feed. Another lot was fed 
crain in creeps. A third lot nursed 
twice daily and received grain. At 
veaning time it was found that lot 
two had paid $30.37 each for $18.40 
worth of grain. Lot three had paid 
$28.07 for $21.87 worth of grain. 
After weaning all calves were fed 
on whole feed for 140 days, at 
which time lot one brought $65 
above feed costs, lot two $91 and lot 
three, $82. 


A new method of killing barberry 
Lushes, poison ivy and other forms 
of undesirable plant life, is an- 
nounced by Minnesota. It is by the 
injection of Ethylene oxide deep 
into the soil beneath the bushes. 
This produced a gas that readily 
kills the plant. The poison is be- 
yond the reach of livestock. 


‘ According to the results of Mis- 
sour tests on fields where corn fol- 
lows corn in. rotation, there is 2.5 
times as much soil lost by erosion 
as on fields where corn follows 
clover sod. 


Cossack and Grinim are the best 
varieties of alfalfa for Iowa, ac- 
cording to summaries made of re- 
cults in 12 fields in four Iowa coun- 
ties. Twenty pounds of alfalfa seed 
per acre gave better results than 
14 pounds. Either manure or lime 
applied alone did not give as good 
results as lime and phosvhate, and 
1930 tests revealed. All seedings 
were made in the spring of 1929 
and nearly all fields were cut twice 
in 1930 


Conclusions drawn from recent 
tests in Ohio are that the greater 
emount of fiber in the hog ration, 
the less gain may be expected for 
each unit of feed fed. The econ- 
omy of hulled oats for hog feeding 
was indicated from the fact that 
where hulled oats and oat hulls 
made up .a part of the ration, the 
greater the amount of hulls in the 
ration the more expensive were the 
geins produced.
